Madam  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1956.  A perusal  of  this  report  will  show  the  nature 
and  diversity  of  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department, 
work  which  goes  on  quietly  and  unobtrusively,  and  which 
cannot  always  be  measured  in  specific  terms  but  is  reflected 
in  the  health  and  environment  of  the  citizens. 

Vital  Statistics:  The  Vital  Statistics  of  the  Urban 

District  show  an  increase  in  the 
population  (as  estimated  by  the  Registrar- General)  of  some 
410  people.  A very  slight  increase-  in  the  Birth  Rate  is 
shown  - 12.95  in  1956  as  compared  with  12.37  in  1955. 

The  Death  Rate  decreased  slightly  from  9.56  in  1955  to 
8.87  in  1956:  by  referring  to  the  table  on  page  18,  it  will 
be  noted  that  approximately  75^  of  the  deaths  were  in  the  65 
to  100  years'  group;  and  by  reference  to  the  table  on  page 
17,  the  main  cause  of  these  deaths  is  again  shown  to  be  the 
Heart  Diseases.  Unfortunately  there  was  an  increase  in  the 
Death  Rate  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age,  actually  the 
four  Infant  deaths  were  all  neo-natal  deaths  as  will  be  seen 
by  reference  to  the  table  on  page  16.  The  Stillbirth  Rate 
was  much  lower  than  the  previous  year;  and  once  again  no 
maternal  deaths  were  reported. 

Infectious)  As  regards  the  incidence  of  infec- 

Diseasesi  ) tious  diseases,  the  number  of  noti- 

fications received  (350)  was  lower 
in  1956  than  in  the  previous  year  when  the  number  was  594 . 
The  decrease  appears  to  be  largely  due  to  the  small  number 
of  cases  of  Measles  notified. 
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Two  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  were  notified,  one  being 
associated  with  paralysis.  The  patients  both  recovered. 

Health  and)  The  Health  Services  provided  in  the  town. 

Social  ) through  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 

Services:  ) are  set  out  in  the  report  in  some  detail; 

they  are  available  to  all  the  inhabitants 
and  they  are  adequate. 

Mention  must  again  be  made  of  much  good  work  carried 
out  in  the  Urban  District  during  the  year  by  members  of  the 
staff  of  the  Health  Services  operated  by  the  County  Council, 
with  particular  reference  to  the  many  and  varied  duties  per- 
formed by  the  Health  Visitors,  Midwives,  Home  Nurses,  Child- 
ren's Welfare  Officers,  District  Officers,  Domestic  and  Home 
Helpers,  etc.*  the  Hospitals'  Staffs;  and  also  the  members 
of  the  various  voluntary  organizations  in  the  town  such  as 
the  Old  People's  Welfare  Coinmittees , the  British  Red  Cross 
Society,  the  W.V.S.,  and  many  others.  These  workers  do  much 
for  the  comfort  and  well-being  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
town  and  their  work  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  people 
concerned. 

In  contemplating  the  combined  operations  of  these 
people,  one  is  conscious  of  the  enormous  Influence  and 
energy  put  forth  by  them  in  an  earnest  endeavour  to  estab- 
lish a good  Public  Relations  Service,  which  has  been  defined 
as  - ’’the  deliberate,  planned  and  sustained  effort  to  estab- 
lish and  maintain  mutual  understanding  between  an  organiza- 
tion and  its  public.” 

Hous ing ; Housing  continued  to  be  one  of  the  chief 

matters  claiming  the  attention  of  the 
Urban  District  Council  and  much  good  work  was  carried  out 
during  the  year.  One  hundred  and  eighty-four  (184)  new 
houses  were  completed  during  the  twelve  months  under  review, 
an  increase  of  22  over  the  figure  for  1955.  In  addition 
there  were  65  dwellings  under  construction  at  the  end  of 
1956. 


Food;  During  the  year  no  cases  of  food  poison- 

ing were  notified  in  the  Urban  District, 
and  it  will  be  seen  from  the  Report  that  whilst  no  special 
'Clean  Pood'  campaign  was  held,  good  work  in  this  connection 
was  carried  out  by  the  Inspectors. 

There  is  a growing  public  awareness  of  the  important 
part  which  food  hygiene  has  to  play  in  the  lives  of  all 
people.  It  is  now  widely  recognized  that  the  relation  of 
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food  to  health  plays  a significant  part  in  present  day  pre- 
ventive medicine. 

The  number  of  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice 
cream  was  102 : and  of  48  samples  taken  for  analysis  40 
proved  to  be  Grade  1;  7 - Grade  2;  and  1 - Grade  3; 

which  shows  the  standard  of  purity  to  be  high- 

The  good  reports  on  samples  of  milk  sent  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  for  examination,  also  point  to  a 
high  standard  of  cleanliness  in  the  handling  of  this  commo- 
dity. 


Health  ) During  the  year  some  attention  was  paid 

Education; ) to  Health  Education  in  the  Urban  District, 

your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  having  given  ^talks’  on  the  Medical 
and  Public  Health  Services  to  the  members  of  various  local 
organizations,  who  showed  a great  interest  in  the  work  of 
the  Piiblic  Health  Department,  It  is  for  all  Health  Depart- 
ments to  see  that  the  communities  they  serve  are  given  In- 
formation and  instruction  on  the  fundamental  facts  relating 
to  the  promotion  and  the  preservation  of  health  as  part  of 
a systematic  and  consistent  routine. 

General;  In  making  a general  survey  of  the  year*s 

work,  I would  say  that  the  health  of  the 
people  of  the  town  was  satisfactory  during  the  twelve 
months;  there  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  disease  and  no 
food  poisoning,  which  reflects  well  on  the  good  work  of  our 
Department. 

The  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
in  his  1955  Report  stated;-  "Proof  of  the  contribution  and 
value  of  the  local  authority  personal  health  services  dur- 
ing the  past  half-century  is  clearly  revealed  in  the  vital 
statistics  of  today.  Together  with  the  environmental 
health  services  they  have  helped  to  make  life  longer,  safer, 
easier  and  infinitely  less  subject  to  much  suffering  of 
body  and  mind.  In  the  relatively  short  space  of  100  years 
their  record  and  fulfilment  has  more  than  realized  the 
Ideals  of  the  pioneers  who,  with  such  zeal  and  vision,  laid 
the  foundations  of  a service  devoted,  as  it  is,  to  the  pro- 
motion of  health  and  happiness,  and  the  preservation  and 
prolongation  of  life." 

In  ccncluslon,  I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity 
of  expressing  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
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Health  Committee  my  appreciation  for  their  support  and  en- 
couragement during  the  year. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  all  members  of  the  local 
Public  Health  Department  for  the  loyal  and  efficient  way 
in  which  they  have  carried  out  their  duties;  to  my  col- 
leagues In  other  Departments;  to  the  Staffs  of  the  Kent 
County  Health  Services  and  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
Services  covering  the  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter's  Urban 
District;  and  to  the  Medical  Practitioners  practising  in 
the  area,  for  their  willing  co-operation  and  assistance  at 
all  times  in  the  public  health  work  of  our  town.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE]  AREA. 

The  Urban  District  of  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter’s  is 
situated  in  the  centre  of  the  Isle  of  Thanet  coast  and  is 
surrounded  on  three  sides  by  the  North  Sea  and  the  English 
Channel.  The  town,  by  its  high  altitude,  dominates  the 
famous  seaboard  of  Thanet,  and  is  bounded  on  the  North  by 
the  Borough  of  Margate  and  on  the  South  by  the  Borough  of 
Ramsgate.  The  whole  front,  which  is  interspersed  with 
seven  sheltered  bays,  faces  south-east.  The  climate  is 
bracing,  dry  and  equable. 

It  has  truly  been  written  that  - "the  town’s  peculiar 
position  on  the  edge  of  the  Isle  of  Thanet,  open  on  three 
sides  to  the  seas,  undoubtedly  gives  it  advantages  which 
cannot  be  found  elsewhere  within  the  kingdom;  standing  on 
high  chalk  cliffs,  on  rising  ground,  on  the  most  easterly 
point  in  England,  except  Lowestoft,  and  overlooking  a wide 
expanse  of  the  North  Sea,  Broadstairs  is  one  of  the  health- 
iest and  most  beautiful  places  round  the  English  coast." 
This  may  account  for  the  fact  that  some  20;^  of  the  popula- 
tion are  retired  people, 

A large  percentage  of  the  inhabitants  may  be  described 
as  private  residents,  and  a good  proportion  of  these  are 
employed  in  the  hotels  and  boarding  and  apartment  houses 
during  the  summer  months,  or  engaged  in  occupations  con- 
nected with  the  stay  in  the  district  of  numerous  visitors. 
With  the  advent  of  the  visitors,  the  summer  population  may 
be  said  to  be  double  the  winter  population. 

Vifhilst  the  town  is  primarily  a holiday  resort  and  the 
principal  industry  is  that  of  catering  for  the  neods  of 
the  visitors,  in  addition  to  the  Shops,  Education,  Enter- 
tainment and  Utility  Services  - (Schools,  Cinemas,  Halls, 
Electricity,  Gas,  Vi/ater,  Fire,  Transport,  Local  Government 
amd  Postal  Services),  there  are  Factories,  Workshops  and 
Garages  in  the  Urban  District  , and  premises  f.n  a growing 
light  industrial  area  situated  on  the  outskirts  of  the 
town,  which  provide  stable  employment  for  a section  of  the 
community  who  are  not  engaged  in  the  holiday  industry; 
these  Include  premises  used  for  the  building  trade,  and 
for  the  development  of  light  industries. 

The  Kent  County  Council  is  the  Education  Authority 
for  the  Urban  District,  and  they  are  responsible  for  on© 
County  Modem  School  and  five  County  Primary  Schools  in 
the  town. 
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A proportion  of  the  inhabitants  are  employed  at  the 
Boarding  Schools,  large  Convalescent  Homes,  and  Holiday 
Homes,  of  which  there  are  several  in  the  area. 

The  farmers  and  nurserymen  in  the  Urban  District  and 
the  surrounding  neighbourhood  provide  employment  for  those 
Interested  in  agrlcultu2?al  pursuits. 

Quite  a few  of  the  residents  travel  dally  to  business 
in  the  City,  and  others  to  employment  in  the  neighbouring 
towns  of  Margate,  Ramsgate  and  Canterbury;  and  also  to 
Rlchborough,  south  of  Ramsgate,  which  area  has  become  a 
busy  hive  of  industry  during  the  past  few  years. 

Social  Welfare  : Elderly  People. 

Throughout  the  year  the  needs  of  the  old  people  con- 
tinued to  attract  attention,  and  whilst  much  good  work  is 
done  by  the  County  Council *s  District  Officers,  Home  !?urses. 
Health  Visitors  and  Domestic  Helpers,  the  voluntary  organi- 
zations make  a valuable  contribution  towards  the  social 
welfare  of  the  old  people  in  the  town. 

The  members  of  the  Broadstairs  Branch  of  the  Old  Age 
Pensioners  Federation  and  of  the  ’’Over  60”  Club,  together 
with  the  W.V.S.,  continue  to  operate  their  ’’silent  service” 
for  the  ageing  and  the  aged  by  visiting  the  aged  sick,  dis- 
abled and  needy:  and  by  drawing  attention  to  the  social 
side  of  their  activities  to  those  who  are  ’’home  bound” 
through  shyness  or  loneliness.  Socials,  whist  drives,  con- 
certs (each  Cliib  has  its  ov/n  choir),  lectures,  outings, 
etc.  are  arranged  and  are  well  supported  by  the  members  of 
the  two  Clubs.  Sessions  are  also  arranged  for  those  inter- 
ested in  the  arts  and  handicrafts,  as  and  when  the  need 
arises . 

Social  Welfare  i The  Deaf  and  Hard  of  Hearing. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  W.V.S.  had  for  some 
time  been  working  on  the  organization  of  a Club  to  be  known 
as  the  ’’Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter's  Hard  of  Hearing  Club”  - 
the  first  Club  of  this  kind  to  be  run  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Women's  Voluntaiy  Service  in  the  County.  The  Club  was 
officially  opened  on  the  19th  April,  1956,  when  the  Coimty 
Organizer,  who  attended  the  inaugural  ceremony,  stated 
that  it  was  probably  the  Service's  first  effort  in  this 
direction  in  England. 
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At  this  first  opening  meeting  an  arrangement  was  made 
whereby  one  afternoon  a week  the  members  of  the  Club  would 
be  given  the  W.V.S.  headquarters  rent  free  for  their  meet- 
ings, and  the  Service  personnel  would  be  on  hand  to  assist 
them  in  any  way  they  could.  Apart  from  this,  they  would 
have  to  be  completely  self-supporting.  It  was  also  agreed 
that  members  should  pay  Is.  Od.  a year  enrolment  fee  and 
6d.  per  weekly  visit. 

Bearing  in  mind  that  the  ’’Marigold”  is  the  official 
emblem  for  Flag  Days  in  aid  of  the  deaf  and  hard  of  hear- 
ing, it  was  thought  advisable  to  re-name  the  Club,  and 
within  a few  weeks  of  the  opening,  an  official  christening 
ceremony  took  place  giving  the  name  of  - ’’The  Marigold 
Club.” 

There  are  now  30  members  and  since  that  first  meeting 
the  weekly  fee  has  been  reduced  to  4d.  per  visit.  Handi- 
craft classes  are  held  and  members  are  taught  and  do  bas- 
ket work,  felt  work,  knitting,  etc.,  and  some  of  their 
work  was  shown  at  the  Hobbies  Exhibition  held  in  April, 
1957. 


This  Club  has  proved  to  be  a great  joy  and  help  to 
the  deaf  people,  and  has  done  much  and  added  greatly  to 
the  happiness  and  welfare  of  many  of  the  old  people  who 
are  deaf  or  have  become  hard  of  hearing.  People  of  all 
ages  are  catered  for,  and  by  meeting  each  other  at  these 
weekly  sessions,  new  Interests  and  friendships  are  created 
both  for  the  old  and  young,  who  have  a greater  loneliness 
in  life  because  of  their  deafness. 


CLIMATOLOGY. 

The  official  Auxiliary  Climatological  Station,  situ- 
ated in  the  Memorial  Recreation  Ground  (under  the  supervi- 
sion of  the  Council* s Engineer  and  Surveyor),  was  closed 
down  at  the  beginning  of  February,  1956. 

On  the  6th  February,  1956,  the  Council,  on  the  grounds 
of  economy,  sanctioned  the  recommendations  of  the  Building 
and  Works  Committee  - ’’That  the  Council's  Auxiliary  Clima- 
tological Station  be  discontinued  and  that  the  equipment 
be  removed  from  the  site  in  the  Memorial  Recreation  Ground 
and  placed  in  store;”  and  the  equipment  was  accordingly 
put  into  store* 
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On  the  27th  February,  1956,  a recommendation  was  made 
by  the  Finance  and  General  Purposes  Committee  as  follows 

"That  the  Surveyor  arrange  for  basic  climatological  records 
to  be  kept  by  the  staff  of  the  pleasure  grounds  department 
as  may  be  practicable  and  that  such  of  the  equipment  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  purpose  be  maintained  in  the  enclosure 
provided  in  the  Memorial  Recreation  Ground  for  the  Auxiliary 
Climatological  Station."  The  following  tables  give  the 
readings  made  during  the  year.  - 

(1)  The  last  official  readings  (for  January)  taken  at 
the  official  climatological  station;  and 

(2)  The  readings  made  by  Mr.  L.  Bing,  the  Coimcil^s 
Head  Gardener,  who  has  now  taken  over  the  duties 
of  logging  the  sunshine  and  the  rainfall.  -

Laboratory  Facilities. 

During  the  year  chemical  examinations  were  carried  out 
as  hitherto,  by  the  County  Analyst  at  the  County  Laboratory, 
County  Hall,  Maidstone.  (Telephone  - Maidstone  4321). 

Bacteriological  and  pathological  examinations  were  car- 
ried out,  as  from  1st  October,  1955,  at  a Laboratory  of  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  at  the  County  Hall,  Maid- 
stone, directed  by  the  Medical  Research  Council.  On  the  29th 
September,  1956,  this  laboratory  was  transferred  to  temporary 
premises,  pending  the  erection  of  a permanent  laboratory  at 
Preston  Hall,  and  since  that  date  samples  for  bacteriological 
and  pathological  examination  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Preston  Hall,  British  Legion  Village,  Maidstone. 
(Telephone  - Maidstone  7262,  Extension  20). 

On  the  10th  December,  1956,  advice  was  received  from 
the  Laboratory  that  the  new  animal  house  had  been  licensed 
by  the  Home  Office  and  that  biological  tests  would  be  car- 
ried out  at  Preston  Hall  instead  of  sending  them  to  other 
laboratories • 

The  Laboratory  is  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  J.  H.  C, 
Walker  - (Telephone  - Maidstone  7239). 


Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Kent  County  Council  is  the  responsible  authority 
for  the  provision  of  an  Ambulance  Service  throughout  the 
County. 

The  Ambulance  Station  at  Northdown  Road,  St.  Peter's 
(Telephone  - Thanet  61461/2)  covers  the  whole  of  the  Thane t 
area;  the  nearest  neighbouring  Stations  (according  to  loca- 
tion of  requirement)  are  Whitstable,  Canterbury  and  Deal. 

Radio-telephony  equipment  is  installed  at  the  Broad- 
stairs  Northdown  Road  Station,  thus  enabling  radio  tele- 
phony communications  to  be  made  to  most  of  the  vehicles  in 
the  area. 
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Requests  for  suitable  means  of  transport  for  persons 
suffering  from  Illness  or  mental  defectiveness  or  expect- 
ant or  nursing  mothers,  are  to  be  made  to  the  appropriate 
ambulance  station  and,  in  cases  other  than  accidents,  can 
be  accepted  only  from,  medical  practitioners,  hospital 
staffs  and,  in  emergency,  midwives  and  nurses.  Rail  tran- 
sport is  used  wherever  practicable  and  especially  when 
long  journeys  are  involved. 


Home  Nursin/g;. 

This  service  is  provided  free  by  the  County  Council, 
and  except  in  case  of  emergency  and  accident,  patients  can 
only  be  attended  when  the  nurses  are  required  by  the  doc- 
tors to  do  so.  The  Home  Nurses  appointed  for  the  Urban

Domestic  Help  Service. 

A Domestic  Help  Service  is  operated  by  the  Kent  County- 
Council  and  is  provided  for  households  where  such  help  is 
required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill, 
lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mental  defective,  aged,  or 
a child  not  over  compulsory  school  age.  The  service  pro- 
vided is  limited  to  the  performance  of  essential  domestic 
help. 


Mrs.  M.  Heyes  is  the  appointed  Area  Organizer,  and 
she  has  an  office  provided  for  the  work  in  the  Margate 
Health  Department  building  at  No. 34,  Grosvenor  Place, 
Margate . 

Mrs.  Heyes  has  kindly  supplied  me  v;ith  the  following 
information  with  regard  to  the  work  done  in  the  Urban  Dis- 
trict during  1956.  - 

"During  the  year  the  conditions  regarding  the  Domestic 
Help  Service  remained  much  the  same  as  in  1955:  again,  on 
an  average,  55  persons,  mainly  aged,  were  assisted  each 
week,  the  work  being  carried  out  by  11  regular  part-time 
helpers.  It  is  estimated  that  there  is  an  average  of 
approximately  300  hours'  help  allocated  among  the  patients 
in  the  Urban  District,  which  works  out  at  a maximum  of 
five  to  six  hours'  help  per  week  per  person  or  family." 
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Health  Visitors,  School  Nurse  and 
Infant  Life  Protection  Officer. 

The  County  Council's  Health  Visiting,  School  Nursing 
and  Infant  Life  Protection  Services  continued  to  be  carried 
out  by  Miss  E.  Brainmer,  S.R.N, , S.C.M. , H.V.  Cert.R.S.I. , 
assisted  by  Miss  E.  Mortimer,  S.R.N,,  S.C.M,,  H.V. Cert .R.S . I. , 

Miss  M.  H.  Allen,  S.R.N,,  S.C.M,,  H.V.  Cert  .R.S . I, , M.R.S.H. 
also  continued  to  carry  out  the  Tuberculosis  Health  Visiting.

Homes  and  S chop  Is  . 

In  a holiday  resort  with  so  many  natural  advantages, 
sun,  sea  and  health  giving  air,  it  is  understandable  that 
various  Organizations  and  County  Councils  have  chosen 
Broadstairs  as  one  of  the  places  in  which  to  set  up  estab- 
lishments for  the  use  of  children  and  adifLts  from  Inland 
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towns  and  districts;  thus  there  are  Homes  and  Schools  of 
varying  kinds  in  the  Urban  District,  and  the  following  is 
a brief  summary  of  these  establishments.  - 

Homes : 

Children’s  Homes.  - 

There  are  a few  Children's  Homes,  some  privately 
owned  and  others  operated  by  the  County  Council:  there 
are  also  some  registered  Poster  Homes  in  the  district. 

Residential  Nursery.  - 

One  residential  Training  Nursery,  with  accommodation 
for  some  25  children,  is  administered  by  the  Church  of 
England  Children*  s Society. 

Convalescent  Homes.  - 

There  are  five  Children' s Convalescent  Homes  with 
accommodation  for  some  600  children;  also  one  adult  Con- 
valescent Home  with  accommodation  for  50  men. 

Holiday  Homes . - 

There  are  nine  Holiday  Homes,  two  for  children,  four 
for  adults,  one  for  old  age  pensioners,  one  for  convales- 
cent patients  and  their  families,  and  an  L.C.C,  recupera- 
tive Holiday  Home.  Also  a section  of  the  L.C.C.  residen- 
tial Home  for  old  people  (11  beds)  was  used  as  a Holiday 
Home  for  some  of  the  old  people  in  the  London  County  Coun- 
cil' s inland  Homes,  who  came  to  Broadstalrs  for  a week's 
seaside  holiday  during  the  summer  months. 

Early  in  the  year  the  County  Council  registered  a 
new  Holiday  Home  for  the  Disabled,  which  was  opened  in 
March  by  the  National  Association  for  the  Paralyzed. 

There  is  accommodation  for  10  disabled  people  of  any  age, 
and  the  visitors  have  been  greatly  assisted  by  the  instal- 
lation of  a special  type  electric  chair  from  Denmark  for 
the  conveyance  of  the  lame  up  and  down  the  stairs. 

Homes  for  Elderly  People  - National  Assistance 

-Acij  1948,  Seotlon  37.  - 

These  Homes  are  registered  by  the  County  Council  and 
come  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Residential  Services 
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Department.  There  are  two  residential  Homes  for  elderly 
people,  one  administered  by  the  Kent  Council  of  Social 
Service,  with  accommodation  for  30  old  people:  the  other 
administered  by  the  London  County  Council,  with  accommoda- 
tion for  40  residents,  in  addition  to  the  11  beds  used  for 
holiday  visitors. 

There  is  also  a small  number  of  premises,  the  propri- 
etors of  which  undertake  to  look  after  elderly  people  and 
have  their  premises  registered  by  the  County  Council  for 
this  purpose;  a number  of  old  people  are  also  cared  for 
in  the  registered  Nursing  Homes  when  rooms  are  available. 

The  housing  of  old  people  is  a problem  in  many  parts, 
and  assistance  in  this  direction  has  been  given  by  the 
local  Council.  In  the  development  of  the  Northdown  Estate, 
the  erection  of  47  small  bungalows  is  now  completed,  and  a 
number  of  old  people,  and  people  living  alone,  have  been 
comfortably  and  satisfactorily  housed.  These  small  bunga- 
lows are  much  appreciated  by  the  occupants. 

Nursing  Homes.  - Public  Health  Act,  1936, 

Sections  187  to  194. 

The  powers  and  duties  for  the  registration  of  Nursing 
Homes  are  delegated  by  the  County  Council  (as  the  supervis- 
ing Authority)  to  the  Urban  District  Council. 

Inspections  of  the  registered  Homes  in  the  Urban  Dist- 
rict were  made  at  regular  intervals.

Most  of  the  Boarding  Schools  are  provided  with  Sana- 
toria In  which  scholars  suffering  from  infectious  diseases 
can  be  isolated.  As  far  as  is  known,  the  sanitary  arrange- 
ments in  connection  with  these  schools,  and  the  water  supply, 
may  be  considered  to  be  satisfactory.  As  a rule  each  school 
has  its  own  Medical  Attendant,  who  not  only  treats  the 
pupils,  but  advises  the  principals  on  matters  of  hygiene. 

The  County  Primary  Schools  are  under  the  control  of 
the  Kent  Education  Committee.  These  Schools  are  visited 
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from  time  to  time,  when  It  is  necessary  to  make  Investiga- 
tions in  relation  to  cases  of  infectious  diseases  occurring 
among  the  scholars.  The  sanitary  accommodation  and  water 
supplies  at  these  schools  were  maintained  in  a satisfactory 
condition  during  the  year. 

The  building  of  the  nev;  Callls  Grange  Infants'  School 
in  Grange  Road,  which  was  commenced  in  1955,  was  completed 
and  ready  for  occupation  when  the  children  v;ere  due  to  re- 
turn to  school  after  the  Easter  vacation  of  1956.  This 
School  was  officially  opened  by  H.  E.  Seccombe  Esq.,  J.P., 
the  Chairman  of  the  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter's  Urban  Dis- 
trict Council,  on  Tuesday,  the  10th  April,  1956,  in  the 
presence  of  a number  of  Invited  guests.  The  school  con- 
sists of  four  classrooms  and  a hall,  and  has  taken  over  all 
the  Infants  from  St.  Peter's  Girls'  and  Infants'  School  in 
Ranelagh  Grove,  St.  Peter's.  At  the  end  of  the  year  139 
Infants  (56  girls  and  83  boys)  were  in  attendance. 

Within  the  next  few  years  the  Kent  Education  Committee 
planned  to  build  two  Secondary  Technical  Schools  in  the 
Broadstairs  Road,  one  to  accommodate  450  girls  and  one  for 
450  boys.  Towards  the  end  of  1955  work  was  commenced  on 
the  foundations  of  the  Girls'  School,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
this  will  be  completed  and  ready  for  occupation  in  September, 
1957,  when  the  pupils  are  due  to  return  to  school  after  the 
summer  vacation.  Building  operations  were  started  on  the 
Boys'  School  during  1956,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the 
work  on  both  Schools  was  progressing  satisfactorily. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  foregoing  that  at  the  end  of 
1956  approximately  3,175  children  were  attending  the  29 
schools  in  the  Urban  District;  1,527  of  this  number  were 
on  the  rolls  of  the  six  County  Primary  and  Modern  Schools; 
and  1,648  attended  the  23  Boarding  and  Private  Schools 
established  in  the  town.

Public  Mortuary. 

The  Council’s  Mortuary  is  situated  in  the  Fire  Station 
Yard,  on  The  Broadway;  it  is  a brick  built  building, 
equipped  with  two  white  porcelain  tables,  one  fixed  and 
the  other  moveable.  There  is  also  a porcelain  slab,  sink, 
and  a hot  and  cold  water  supply.  The  lower  portion  of  the 
walls  is  lined  with  white  glazed  tiles. 

The  building  is  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  and  has 
a concrete  floor  which  is  efficiently  drained. 

A complete  set  of  Surgeon*  s equipment  is  available 
for  the  purpose  of  post  mortem  examinations. 

The  Mortuary  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector. 

Sixteen  (16)  bodies  were  admitted  during  the  year  and 
13  post  mortem  examinations  were  held  by  H.  Sterndale  Esq., 

M.D.  .

SANITARY  CIRCUIvISTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water. 

The  town's  water  undertaking,  which  had  been  privately 
owned  since  early  in  the  nineteenth  century,  was  transferred 
to  the  Urban  District  Council  in  1901,  and  for  some  54  years 
was  under  the  direction  of  the  Council's  Engineer  and  Sur- 
veyor, during  that  period  three  different  Surveyors  being  in 
office,  all  of  whom  were  also  Water  Engineers. 

However,  in  accordance  with  the  Kent  Water  Act,  1955, 
the  undertaking  was  transferred  from  the  Urban  District 
Council  to  the  Thanet  Water  Board  on  the  1st  November,  1955, 
the  actual  operative  date  for  the  Act  being  1st  April,  1956. 
The  Thanet  Water  Board  is  now  the  responsible  authority  for 
the  whole  of  the  Thanet  Water  Undertakings.  The  Urban  Dis- 
trict Council  appoint  two  of  the  19  members  of  the  Board. 

Examination  of  Water  Samples. 

Bacteriological  examinations  were  carried  out  at  the 
County  Laboratory,  Maidstone,  at  fortnightly  Intervals  and 
chemical  analyses  every  two  months. 

During  1956  the  following  samples  of  water  were  col- 
lected and  sent  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  to  the

Apart  from  one  isolated  farm  cottage,  which  is  sup- 
plied with  well  water,  every  house  in  the  Urban  District 
is  supplied  with  water  from  the  mains. 

At  the  31st  December,  1956,  there  were  approximately 
5,804  premises  (including  business  premises)  connected  to 
the  public  water  mains.  In  addition  there  were  456  metered 
supplies .

Main  drainage  is  provided  for  practically  the  whole 
of  the  district. 

One  hvindred  and  eighty  (180)  new,  and  four  old  prem- 
ises were  connected  to  the  sewer  during  the  year;  four 
new  cesspools  were  made  and  connected  to  four  new  houses, 
and  four  old  cesspools  were  abolished. 

New  sewers  were  constructed  to  serve  properties  on 
three  n^  estates  - Warren  Drive,  Sycamore  Close,  and 
Oaklands  Avenue. 


Closet  Accommodation. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  approximately  5,223 
premises  with  W.C's  draining  into  the  main  drainage  system; 
and  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  premises  draining 
into  cesspools  was  estimated  to  be  581,  this  figure  being 
arrived  at  by  a series  of  calculations  over  the  years. 

Arrangements  are  in  operation  whereby  the  Council 
undertake  the  emptying  of  cesspools,  the  cost  of  which  is 
borne  by  the  person  making  application  for  the  work  to  be 
done . 


Public  Cleansing. 

The  cleansing  services  are  under  the  direction  of  the 
Engineer  and  Surveyor;  these  services  include  the  collec- 
tion and  disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse;  salvage; 
cleansing  of  streets;  the  supervision  and  maintenance  of 
public  conveniences,  etc.. 

Collection  and  Disposal  of  Refuse. - 

In  1930  a combined  salvage  and  Incineration  plant  was 
erected  for  dealing  with  the  house  refuse  in  the  Urban  Dis- 
trict, and  the  works  came  into  use  at  the  beginning  of 
December  of  that  year.  In  1934  the  Council  installed  a 
water  dust  trap  between  the  combustion  chamber  and  the 
chimney  shaft  to  obviate  any  nuisance  being  caused  by  the 
emission  of  dust  from  the  chimney. 
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In  April,  1956,  general  works  of  repair  were  carried 
out  to  the  internal  lining  of  the  destructor  chimney;  the 
dust  extractor  was  reconstructed;  and  the  incinerator 
cells  rellned* 

Dry  refuse  is  collected  by  petrol  driven  motive  units 
and  disposed  of  by  salvage  and  incineration. 

A weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  was  in  operation 
during  the  year,  and  during  the  summer  months  a bi-weekly 
collection  was  made  from  the  hotels  and  boarding  houses. 
Trade  and  garden  refuse  was  collected  as  and  when  required. 

Cinders  are  separated  from  the  refuse;  tins  and  paper 
are  salvaged  and  baled;  and  together  with  iron,  bones, 
rags,  jam  jars  and  other  salvaged  materials,  are  sold  econ- 
omically to  a contractor. 

An  electric  powered  paper  baler  was  purchased  ard  put 
into  operation  in  April,  1956,  which  materially  assisted 
in  the  baling  of  waste  paper. 

The  total  amount  of  refuse  collected  and  disposed  of 
annually  is  approximately  4,900  tons. 

A scheme  for  the  payment  of  the  Council  employees  en- 
gaged in  the  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse,  of  an  in- 
centive bonus  covering  all  salvaged  materials  was  prepared 
by  the  Council’s  Surveyor  and  brought  into  operation  on 
1st  December,  1955.  The  scheme  proved  to  be  a great  suc- 
cess during  the  year. 

In  the  financial  year  1956/57  salvaged  sales  Increased 
by  126^,  to  a total  of  £1,985,  representing  an  Increase  of 
£1,105  over  the  amount  collected  in  the  previous  financial 
year. 


Foulim  of  Footpaths  by  Dogs. 

For  some  years  now  the  Council  have  received  complaints 
regarding  the  fouling  of  footpaths  by  dogs. 

On  the  16th  November,  1955,  the  County  Council  made  a 
byelaw  on  the  ’’Fouling  of  Footways  by  Dogs”,  which  was  con- 
firmed on  17th  January,  1956.  These  byelaws  came  into 
operation  on  the  1st  March,  1956. 
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The  Coimcll  continued  to  display  posters  on  Council 
sites  throughout  the  year.

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Swimming  Baths  anl  Pools. 

There  are  seven  swimming  pools  used  In  connection 
with  private  schools  in  the  district.  In  addition  there 
is  one  swimming  pool  at  the  premises  of  the  Dumpton  Country 
Club;  and  one  public  swimming  pool  at  the  premises  former- 
ly known  as  ’^The  Grand  Hotel,  which  was  not  in  use  during 
the  year. 

The  water  for  these  pools  is  provided  by  the  Thanet 
Water  Board. 


Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

The  work  carried  out  by  this  Authority  was  continued, 
as  in  previous  years,  on  the  lines  recommended  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Pood. 

Free  treatment  is  given  at  private  dwelling-houses 
(except  in  cases  of  obvious  neglect),  and  business  prem- 
ises are  charged  according  to  the  extent  of  the  infesta- 
tion and  the  time  spent  on  it.  This  service  is  widely 
known  in  the  district,  and  full  advantage  is  taken  of  it 
by  householders  and  traders. 

During  routine  inspections  in  the  Urban  District  care- 
ful observations  are  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
of  any  known  or  likely  sources  of  infestation,  so  that  in 
the  event  of  any  sporadic  outbreaks,  prompt  measures  can 
be  taken  to  deal  with  any  infestations  that  may  occur,  and 
special  attention  is  paid  to  the  Council’s  refuse  tips. 

All  complaints  received  during  the  year  were  of  a minor 
nature . 

Testing  of  Sewers. 

The  annual  10^  test  baiting  of  the  Council's  sewerage 
system  was  carried  out  during  April,  1956;  this  was  fol- 
lowed by  a maintenance  treatment.  The  conclusion  to  be 
drawn  from  this  testing  is  that  the  infestation  of  the 
town's  sewers  is  negligible. 

Refresher  Course  and  Meetings. 

A one  day  Refresher  Course  was  arranged  by  the  Minis- 
try of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  for  local  authority  Rodent 
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Operators,  to  take  place  at  Ramsgate,  on  16th  November, 
1956.  With  the  sanction  of  the  Health  Committee  of  the 
Urban  District  Council,  the  Rodent  Operator  attended  the 
course .

Heating  Appliances  (Fireguards)  Act,  1952. 

This  Act,  together  with  Regulations  made  thereunder, 
prohibits  the  sale  or  letting  of  unguarded  electric  fires, 
gas  fires  and  oil  heaters.  The  Regulations  exempted  until 
the  1st  October,  1954,  certain  appliances  which  were  manu- 
factured before  the  date  of  the  operation  of  the  Regula- 
t Ions . 

Routine  visits  to  12  premises  were  made  In  connection 
with  the  Act:  generally,  the  manufacturers  of  appliances 
had  Incorporated  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations  In 
their  methods  of  manufacture.  No  contravention  of  the  Act 
was  observed. 

Riding  Establishments  Act,  1939. 

This  Act  Is  designed  to  prevent  horses  from  Riding 
Establishments  being  worked  whilst  In  an  unfit  condition. 
Inspections  were  made  during  the  year  at  the  foiir  Riding 
Establishments  In  the  district,  but  no  action  was  neces- 
sary under  the  provisions  of  the  Act.

Chemical  Analysis  of  Milk  Samples. 

Thirty-two  (52)  samples  were  sent  to  the  County  Analyst 
for  chemical  analysis  - all  from  the  local  schools'  supplies; 
29  ga-yre  satisfactory  results  and  three  proved  to  he  unsatis- 
factory, being  found  to  be  deficient  In  ”fat”  content.  Two 
of  the  latter  were  taken  In  June  and  one  In  December:  In 
relation  to  the  June  samples,  a formal  sample  was  taken  by 
the  Ramsgate  Health  Department  on  the  same  date  and  was  found 
to  have  a ”fat”  content  of  2.95  and  was  reported  to  be  genu- 
ine. The  Broadstalrs  samples  had  a "fat"  content  of  2.8  per 
cent.,  the  recognized  legal  standard  being  3.0  per  cent.. 

Between  June,  1949  and  31st  December,  1956,  191  Informal 
samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  the  local  schools  to  keep  a 
check  on  the  chemical  quality  of  the  milk  supplied.  During 
this  period  the  one  unsatisfactory  sample  reported  In 
Broadstalrs  prior  to  the  three  reported  In  1956,  was  In  July, 
1952.

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In  addition  to  the  three  cases  admitted  to  Hospital, 
two  other  Pneumonia  patients  ^vere  admitted  to  one  of  the 
registered  Nursing  Homes. 

It  will  he  observed  from  the  table  of  ’’Deaths  from  all 
Causes”  Issued  by  the  Registrar-General  (page  16),  that 
five  Pneumonia  deaths  are  shown:  however,  no  notification 
certificates  were  received  in  respect  of  three  of  the 
patients,  they  are  not  therefore  included  in  the  figure 
(14)  shown  in  the  table  for  ’’Total  Cases  Notified.” 

The  14  notifications  received  were  in  respect  of  13 
patients,  as  one  man  was  notified  twice  in  the  year,  once 
in  Itarch,  then  again  in  October,  when  he  died  at  the  age 
of  97  years.  The  second  death  shown  was  in  respect  of  a 
lady  visitor  of  92  years,  who  was  staying  with  her  daughter 
and  unfortunately  died  whilst  in  Broadstalrs  - actually  an 
outwaiyi  transferable  death.

It  will  be  noted  that  the  final  number  of  infectious 
disease  notification  certificates-  received,  after  correc- 
tion (350),  was  much  lower  than  the  number  (594)  for  the 
previous  year;  and  the  infectious  disease  incidence  was 
spread  over  the  twelve  months  with  no  marked  epidemic  pre- 
valence at  any  time.  It  is  a point  of  interest  that  the 
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1956  figure  is  the  lowest  since  1946  in  which  year  the 
total  number  of  notifications  received  was  196.

Particulars  of  Notifications: - 

Scarlet  Fever:  Six  cases  were  notified  during  the 

first  quarter  of  the  year,  one  in  the 
second,  four  in  the  thiixi,  and  two  in 
the  last  quarter.  Nine  patients,  including  the  children 
from  the  Homes  and  Schools,  were  removed  to  the  Halne  Hos- 
pital for  isolation  and  treatment:  foiir  of  the  patients 
were  satisfactorily  isolated  and  nursed  at  home.  Two  of 
the  children  notified  were  under  school  age  and  11  were 
school  children. 

The  seven  school  children  affected,  who  attended 
Broadstairs  Schools,  were  distributed  as  follows:-  five 
at  three  of  the  Kent  Education  Committee’s  Primary  Schools; 
one  at  a K.E.C.  Boarding  School;  and  one  at  a Boys'  pri- 
vate Boarding  School. 
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Whoopln/;^  CQup;h;  The  number  of  cases  of  Whooping  Gough 

was  rather  higher  than  in  the  previous 
year  - 62  as  against  23.  During  the 
first  quarter  of  the  year  1956  three  cases  were  notified, 
five  in  the  second  quarter,  28  in  the  third,  and  26  in  the 
last  three  months  of  the  year.  Twenty-five  of  the  patients 
were  under  school  age,  34  were  school  children  and  three 
were  adults.  Seven  of  the  patients  from  three  Convalescent 
Homes  and  one  from  a Boarding  School  were  removed  to  the 
Haine  Hospital  for  treatment. 

Measles : During  1956  the  number  of  cases  of 

Measles  notified  (25)  was  very  much 
lower  than  the  1955  figure  of  323. 

The  follov/ing  table  gives  the  incidence  of  Measles  per 
quarter  in  the  Urban  District  for  the  previous  ten  years, 
beginning  with  the  year  1946  when,  it  will  be  remembered, 
the  residents,  and  the  schools'  and  convalescent  homes' 
establishments  were  returning  to  the  town  after  evacuation. 
At  that  time  the  population  had  risen  from  8,689  in  1945 
to  12,080  in  1946,  when  the  Measles  number  was  73  for  the 
year  as  compared  with  the  1956  population  of  16,240  and  a 
Measles  number  of  25. 

During  1956,  however,  23  cases  occurred  in  23  families 
(5  of  these  being  visitors  on  holiday  in  the  town);  and 
two  were  notified  in  a Boarding/Day  School;  involving  six 
children  under  school  age  and  19  school  children.  Only 
one  of  the  patients  was  removed  to  the  Haine  Hospital.

the  previous  year.  Both  patients  recovered;  a patient 
notified  at  the  end  of  1955  unfortunately  died  in  February, 
1956  and  is  therefore  shown  In  the  1956  table  of  deaths. 

The  first  case  was  non- para lyt ic  - a school  girl  of 
15-t  years,  at  one  of  the  Girls'  Boarding  Schools:  she  was 
removed  to  Haine  Hospital  on  the  29th  January  and  was  dis- 
charged ’’recovered”  on  7th  March,  1956. 

The  second  case  was  a young  woman  of  18  years  of  age, 
who  was  notified  at  the  end  of  February:  she  was  taken 
111  when  working  away  from  home:  was  invalided  home  and 
was  seen  by  her  Doctor  and  a Consultant,  who  notified  her 
as  having,  been  suffering  from  paralytic  poliomyelitis,  but 
reported  her  to  have  recovered.

Infection:  ) years  of  age,  a married  woman,  stay- 

ing with  her  family  at  the  house  of 
her  mother-in-law.  She  v;as  removed  to  the  Haine  Hospital 
on  28th  August,  then  was  transferred  to  the  Brook  Hospital, 
where  she  unfortunately  died  on  2nd  September,  1956. 

Dysentery:  These  patients  were  all  children  at 

one  of  the  Convalescent  Homes,  one 
was  under  school  age,  the  other  five 
and  a ’’carrier”  were  school  age.  The  six  patients  and  the 
’’carrier”  were  removed  to  the  Haine  Hospital  for  treatment. 

Pneumonia:  The  14  notifications  of  pnevimonia  were 

in  respect  of  one  child  of  three  years 
of  age  and  12  adults  (7  men  and  5 women) 
between  the  ages  of  30  and  97  years.  One  man,  aged  97  years, 
was  notified  twice  during  the  year,  once  in  I^rch  and  then 
again  in  October,  when  he  died.  Three  patients  were  removed 
to  Hospital  and  two  v/ere  removed  to  one  of  the  Nursing  Homes. 

Erys ipelas : These  patients  were  three  ladies  aged 

54,  55  and  74  years  respectively:  two 
were  removed  to  the  Haine  Hospital  for 
treatment  and  the  other  patient  was  nursed  at  home. 
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Chlckenpox:  In  accordance  with  the  Order  made  by 

the  Urban  District  Council  in  the  year 
1923,  Chickenpox  is  still  a notifiable 
disease  in  the  Urban  District,  and  during  the  year  224  cases 
were  notified,  affecting  129  cases  in  84  families,  71  in  five 
Convalescent  Homes,  and  24  in  two  Boarding  Schools  for  deli- 
cate children.  Forty-eight  children  under  school  age,  165 
of  school  age,  and  11  adults  were  involved.  Forty-three 
patients  from  four  Convalescent  Homes  were  removed  to  Haine 
Hospital  for  treatment.  Two  of  the  patients  were  visitors 
to  the  town. 

From  the  following  table,  which  shows  the  incidence  of 
Chickenpox  per  quarter  during  1956  and  the  previous  ten  years, 
it  will  be  noted  that  the  total  number  of  cases  notified  in 
1956  was  slightly  higher  than  the  number  given  for  1955.  -

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Prevention  of  Tuberculosis  : Care  and  Aftercare. 


A scheme  is  operated  jointly  by  the  Kent  County 
Coimcil  and  the  local  Aftercare  Committee,  for  the  provi- 
sion of  care  and  aftercare  of  patients  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis;  through  this  scheme  arrangements  are  made, 
where  necessary,  for  assistance  to  be  rendered  in  various 
ways  - the  provision  of  shelters;  extra  nourishment; 
nursing  requisites;  beds;  bedding;  clothing;  etc.. 

Home  visiting  is  carried  out  by  the  Tuberculosis 
Health  Visitor  for  the  area,  who  gives  suitable  advice  to 
the  patients. 

Where  there  is  need  help  is  given  in  solving  housing 
problems  and  assisting  with  removal  expenses;  the  admis- 
sion of  patients  to  Holiday  Homes  is  arranged;  and 
materials  are  provided  for  recreational  therapy. 

When  the  Chest  Physician  considers  patients  are  fit 
for  work,  they  are  referred  to  the  Ministry  of  Labour  for 
entry  of  their  names  on  the  Disablement  Register.

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* This  was  an  Interesting  case  although  sad:  the 
patient  was  a girl  of  13  years,  who  was  on  holiday  in  the 
town  with  her  parents  and  two  younger  sisters.  The  child- 
ren arrived  on  the  18th  August  and  their  parents  on  the 
25th.  The  girl  commenced  to  he  ill  on  the  30th  August  and 
attended  the  Doctor* s surgery;  she  was  removed  to  the 
Margate  Hospital  on  Sunday,  2nd  September  and  was  transfer' 
red  to  Maine  Hospital  on  the  morning  of  the  3rd  September, 
where  her  case  was  then  diagnozed  as  Polio-encephalitis, 
which  later  was  reported  to  be  paralytic.  The  source  of 
infection  could  not  be  traced:  there  had  been  no  other 
cases  in  the  town  since  February,  and  it  was  thought  that 
she  might  have  contracted  the  disease  before  arrival.  All 
necessary  precautions  were  taken  and  the  Medical  Officers 
of  Health  of  the  towns  where  she  and  the  contacts  in  the 
guest  house  lived  were  advised.  Unfortunately  the  patient 
died  on  the  4th  October  and  a post  mortem  examination  was 
held:  the  cause  of  death  was  certified  as  being  due  to 
TUBERCULOUS  MENINGITIS.  As  this  v/as  an  ’’Outward  Transfer” 
the  death  is  not  shown  in  the  table  of  ’’Causes  of  Death” 
on  page  16 •

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Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis* 

For  the  past  25  years  attempts  have  been  made  to  pro- 
duce a vaccine  which  might  give  some  protection  against 
poliomyelitis  or  at  least  prevent  the  development  of  para- 
lysis due  to  infection  with  the  virus* 

In  recent  years  a suitable  vaccine  was  produced  and 
after  much  discussion  and  consideration  by  the  Medical 
Research  Council,  an  annoimcement  was  made  by  the  Minister 
of  Health  on  the  19th  January,  1956,  and  Circular  2/56  was 
sent  to  local  health  authorities  explaining  the  proposals 
for  the  use  of  vaccine  of  British  manufacture  against  polio- 
myelitis in  J/Iay  and  June,  1956,  as  part  of  the  national 
Health  Service. 

On  the  10th  February,  1956,  a supply  of  consent  forms, 
together  with  posters  were  received  from  the  Coimty  Medical 
Officer  for  distribution  and  posting  in  the  Urban  District. 

On  the  8th  March  the  Minister  of  Health  sent  a circu- 
lar letter  to  local  health  authorities  giving  particulars 
of  the  scheme  for  the  vaccination  of  children  in  certain 
age  groups.  This  circular  also  referred  to  - 

The  storage  of  Vaccine; 

Possible  Reactions; 

Relation  to  other  Immunizing  Procedures; 

Contra  Indications; 

Other  considei*ations  in  re!Lation  to  Vaccination; 

Colour  of  Vaccine;

Vaccination  Record  Card  (Form  1) • 

Within  the  next  few  months  the  first  batch  of  children, 
whose  parents  had  signed  the  consent  forms,  received  the 
first  injection. 

The  local  newspaper  of  the  25th  April,  1956  gave  the 
following  informat ion: - 

’’Parents  of  3,491  Thanet  boys  and  girls  have 

consented  to  the  vaccination  of  the  children 

against  poliomyelitis.

’’For  the  whole  of  Kent  170,000  children  are  eli- 
gible to  be  considered  for  vaccination.  Consent 
forms  have  been  received  for  70,000  or  41  per 
centum.” 

Towards  the  end  of  Decentoer,  the  County  Medical  Offi- 
cer advised  that  arrangements  were  being  made  for  General 
Practitioners,  should  they  so  desire,  to  take  part  in  the 
vaccination  service  and  if  the  parents  of  the  children 
concerned  signify  their  wish  to  have  the  vaccination  done 
by  their  own  doctor:  arrangements  were  therefore  being 
made  for  the  notifications  to  the  parents  to  be  accompanied 
by  a slip  which  they  could  take  to  their  own  Doctor  for  the 
latter  to  signify  willingness  to  undertake  the  vaccination. 

At  the  same  time  the  necessary  arrangements  were  made 
for  the  refrigerated  storage  of  the  vaccine,  and  in  this 
area  local  Doctors  are  able  to  obtain  the  vaccine,  when 
required,  from  the  Laboratory  at  r&rgate  Hospital.

During  the  year  the  following  Circulars,  etc.  were 
received  and  dealt  with  in  the  Public  Health  Department 


This  pamphlet  issued  by  the  Chief 
Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  and  headed  - ‘’Memorandum  on 
Vaccination  against  Smallpox”  was 
received  on  the  31st  March,  1956. 

In  the  foreword  the  Chief  Medical 
Officer  states  - ’’When  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
1946,  came  into  operation  the  Vaccination  Acts,  providing 
for  compulsory  infant  vaccination,  ceased  to  have  effect, 
and  vaccination  against  smallpox  was  placed  on  the  same 
footing  as  inmunization  against  diphtheria.  This  memoran- 
dum is  designed  to  assist  medical  practitioners  likely  to 
be  concerned  with  the  practical  aspects  of  vaccination. 

It  embodies  the  considered  views  of  a group  of  advisers 
comprising  university  teachers  of  vaccination,  public  vac- 
cinators, representatives  of  the  medical  services  of  the 
armed  forces  and  others  with  practical  experience  of  vac- 
cination. The  memorandum  gives  notes  on  the  ’’Primary 
Vaccination  of  Infants;”  ’’Primary  Vaccination  of  School 
Children,  Adolescents  and  Adults;’’  and  ”Re-Vaccinatlon 
of  Children  or  Adults.”
